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A Unique Floating 
Post Office 


The Daily Colonist, of Victoria, 
B.C., for Dec. 12, carried an illus- 
tration of the floating town of 
Holbery, which nestles on the waters 
of Quatsino sound backed by a tree- 


covered mountain. Seeing this as an 
item of interest to Popular Stamps, 
R. M. Angus, of Victoria, wrote us 
on Jan. 6th, under a cover he sent to 
the Halberg postmaster for des- 
patching to us from that point. We 
received this nine days later, which 
brings Holberg into the orbit of 
speedy postal service along with 
more fortunately located mainland 
post offices. The postmark used is 
the broken circle variety similar to 
Jarrett’s 253-4-5-6. Philatelically 
this floating post office earns 
distinction in regard to location and 
surroundings. The Colonist article 
follows: ) 

A floating camp which grew from 
humble beginnings to become the 
largest floating town in the world is 
now providing comfortable quarters 
for more than 250 families in a 
northern Vancouver Island logging 
centre. 

Extending a full quarter of a mile 
along the sheltered shore of  Quat- 
sino Sound, the town of Holberg is 
providing B.C. Pulp & Paper Com- 
pany's employees and their families 
with all the necessities and most of 
the luxuries which were once  en- 
joyed only by the city dweller. 

The low bungalows in which Hol- 
berg's citizens are housed would do

credit to an urban residential area. 
Every unit is serviced with electric- 


ity and boasts both hot and cold 
running water. The sidings are 
freshly painted, there are window 
boxes, lace curtains and flower 
gardens. 


Each bunkhouse employee of the 
paper company now sleeps in a 
single room situated close to a 
bright, modern washroom. His meals 
are served in a newly-added dining- 
room, the 50th building to be added 
to the Holberg community. The hall 
is located in the centre of the float- 
ing village and caters to 260 people 
at a sitting. 

Recreation is provided by a well- 
equipped pool hall (probably the 
only floating one in the country) 
and by the showing of sound pictures 
once a week. A large measure of 
self-sufficiency has been provided by 
the addition of a flating machine

shop, warehouse, firehall and even a 
cold storage building. 

A kindergarten operated by a 
woman resident has proved popular 
with the children of this unique, 
water-borne town and the company 
is formulating plans for the  estab- 
lishment of a school for primary 
education. 

Abount 4,000,000 board feet of 
timber is cut each month from Hol- 
berg's hinterland to become bleached 
sulphite pulp at the company's Port 
Alice mills. Most of the cut is com- 
posed of hemlock but a certain 
amount of spruce is used. Cedar is 
sold to the lumber companies.

Xx ECCO ORGOIR 
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CANADIAN RARITIES 


BY PETER J. HURST

Stamps, in little over a century, 
have run the gamut from ridicule to 
triumph, from  obscurity to fame, 
from indifference to obsession. Over 
the deeades they have established 
their own law and code. Fabulous 


sums have been expended for their 
possesssion, and fortunes will be 
spent on them long after we shall 


have gone, yet their lure is hidden 
in the beginner’s album and the col- 
lection of the advanced expert alike. 
A slender thread, stamps are woven 
into the fabric of the generations 
who have bowed to the fascination of 
collecting them. 





Philately’s soul is a concession to 
man’s acquisitive instinct, to his de- 
sire for the rare and beautiful. Its 
joys are in the hunt—the search for 
the elusive, the pride of possession, 
the quest for completeness. And its 
serenity lies in the pangs of the 
unattainable, too far for reality, too 
high for hope: the glitter of the 
great rarities. 

Both specialists and general collec- 
tors of the postal issues of Canada 
are heirs to the old and universal 
challenge for completion. A listing 
of ultimate obstacles in form of the 
topmost classies has been outlined in 
the following. 


Undoubtedly the most famous 
Canadian rarity is the 12 pence of 


1851. The crowning pride of the col- 
lections containing this stamp, it was 
printed in black on vertically laid 
and wove paper, the latter variety 
being the infinitely scarcer. A total 
of 1,510 copies were issued, that 
small initial number accounting for 
its recognition as a potential rarity 
even as early as in the sixties of the 
last century. Possibly a fraction of 
one tenth to one fifth of the original 
issue exist today, less than half a 
dozen pairs representing the only 
multiples known. Howes, in 1911, re- 
ported but three copies on cover, 
while Jarrett, eighteen years later, 
quoted five. To date, six different 
covers have been illustrated in 
various textbooks and philatelie pub- 
lications, one of them bearing the 
stamp on wove paper and believed to 
be unique. Authentic bisects have 
never been discovered. 

The reason for expressing the de- 
nomination in pence—for a consider- 
able length of time a subject of de- 
bate—was that the shilling of those 
days presented a most  fluctuating 
and variable unit, ranging from 15 
pence Canadian currency, over 10 
pence in New England, to 7% pence 
in New York. Thus, “12 pence” re- 
moved any monetary ambiguities 
likely to be encountered. An essay of 
a one shilling stamp exists, pro- 
posed by Sir Sanford Fleming, de- 
signer of the 3 pence “Beaver,” Can- 
ada's first acknowledge adhesive. 
The color of the essay is black and 
it elosely resembles the 3 pence, ex- 
cepting its larger size, the octagonal 
frame and, of course, the denomina- 
tion. The only one known to exist, it 
was reported in the collection of Dr. 
L. L. Reford, of Montreal. ` 

Suecessor of the framed 12 pence 
(Scott Nos. 3 and 6) is the 7% pence 
green of 1857, issued to a total of 
82,410 copies and maintaining the 
design of the former, the Chalon por- 
trait of Queen Victoria. The Lichten-

stein collection was credited with a 
magnificent used block of four which 
Jarrett pronounced possibly unique. 
The  unexeelled Ferrari collection, 
disposed of by auction in Paris, 1921- 


25, contained one specimen each of 
the 10 pence (No. 7) and the 7% 
penee (No. 9) with alleged trial per- 
forations, but the cream of experts 
have never fully established their 
authenticity. If genuine, they are 
peerless items. 

At least two used blocks of four of 
the 10 pence exist, illustrated in 
Howes' and Boggs' books respective- 
ly. One or two used blocks of six of 
the 6 pence are known. The % penny 
(No. 8) survived in unsevered blocks 
up to ten, both mint and used. Pairs 
and strips of the 10 pence and the 
715 pence are exceedingly rare. Bi- 
section of the pence issues, rather 
frequently resorted to in the Mari- 
time provinces, is a phenomenon of 
the greatest scarcity where the early 
Canadian emissions are concerned. 

The decimal issue of 1859 presents 
rarities in the form of blocks of 
four or larger, both perforate or 
imperforate, mint and used, many in 
the Jarrett, Lichtenstein and Reford 
collections. A small number of out- 
standing covers exist with bisects of 
the 5-cent and 10-cent. 

A highly interesting group, not 
only from the viewpoint of the sub- 
ject under discussion, are the “Large 


Queens" of 1868, the first issue of 
Confederation. Of the Lee black 
watermarked (No. 21b) about a 


dozen used singles are known in col-. 


lections today, the variety having 
been discovered about twenty-five 
years ago. The 2-cent green on hor- 
izontally laid paper is, measured in 
terms of intrinsic value, Canada’s 
rarest stamp endowed with a Scott 
major listing (No. 32). Only two 
used copies are in existence, one re- 
posing in the Reford collection. Also 
on laid paper, a specimen of the 15- 
cent mauve was reported in 1892, and 
listed as a definite variety in sub- 
sequent catalogues of the period. 
Today it is considered extinct. A 
doubtless unique multiple is a 
splendid mint block of sixteen (8x2) 
of the 2-cent, showing the complete 
watermark (No. 24a). 

Leading item of the «Small 
Queens" of 1870 is the 3-cent perf. 
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1215 (No. 37d), with approximately 
sixty copies reported, ten of which 
are on cover. 

A constant source of bewilderment 
to the tyro, the Port Hood Provision- 


als of 1899 (Nos. 88b and 88c), have 
persisted in the standard catalogues 
year after year. Much has been writ- 
ten and argued about them, and it is 
not proposed here to re-analyze the 
purpose and justification of that 
issue, nor to consequently debate its 
exact philatelic merits. Let it suffice 
to state that several hundred of 
these single and double trisects were 
crudely surcharged in blue and 
purple, by means of a handstamp, a 
circumstance which makes their list- 
ing in mint condition seem somewhat 
ludicrous. On cover, with the correct 
postmark, they are desirable, subject 
to expertization, adding the fact that 
some of the finest collections do not 
contain them at all. 

In the vast group of revenues, the 
$2.00 bill stamp of 1868 with invert- 
ed center stands out as Canada’s only 
major invert to date. For a long time 
it was supposed that one single sheet 
had been printed, but examinations 
have indicated two. A used pair is in 
the Reford collection. 

Of the stamped envelopes of 1860, 
also known as the “Nesbitt” en- 
velopes, the 10-cent entire, used is of 


far greater scarity than commonly’ 
realized. 
Among proofs, essays and color 


trials, several are unique, others of 
outstanding rarity. A handful of 
foremost collections contain the 
precious few complete proof sheets of 
the pence issues in existence. 

Turning to the Provinces, British 
Columbia and Vancouver Island are 
found represented with the  5-cent 
rose imperforate of 1865 (No. 3). 
Apart from a few dozen singles only 
one pair is believed to exist. The 
Lichtenstein collection contained— 
ex Ferrari—an imperforate copy of 
the 50-cent violet. A full mint sheet 
of 240 of the 2% pence (No. 2), part 
of the fabulous London “Mayfair 
Find” of 1925, found its way into the 
same collection. 

The 1851 shilling stamps of New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia, notably 
in mint condition, form the scarcest 
items of these provinces. Of extreme 
rarity are pairs, and possibly strips 
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of three, the only multiples extant. 
Among the many "splits" of the 
pence issues on cover, a certain few 
may well be termed potentially rare, 
in particular those involving the 


bisection or quadrisection of the shil- 
ling stamps. 

Of lesser rarity, and a favored 
-subject of philatelic controversy, New 
Brunswick’s Connell emission (No. 
11) is a stamp whose total number of 
printing or issue will probably never 
be known, due to the highly unusual 
and irregular circumstances sur- 
rounding its breif career. Its true 
scarcity, however, is greatly over- 
estimated. 

Since all but one of the stamps of 
Prinee Edward Island were electro- 
typed, their printing varieties are 
legion. A small number of the 3 
pence blue were found with double 
impressions. Five copies of the 2 
penee rose exist rouletted. Multiples 
or correct combinations of perf. 9 
stamps on covers to foreign countries 
are outstanding rarities. 

Much more could be written in de- 
tailed and extended fashion on this 
particular topic, and on any and all 
of the rarities enumerted. Also, there 
are some that have yet to be dis- 
eovered, and those that are hidden 
from the eyes of the world by their 
owners. A mere attempt, the listing 
above ean lay no claim to completion, 
for reasons that are self-evident. 
Sincere and grateful appreciation is 
expressed to Mr. F. Jarrett, eminent 
Canadian author and philatelist, for 
his personal help in adding valuable 
data to the meager funds of pertinent 
information available. 

Monumental and  unsurpassed is 
the brilliant array of rarities con- 
tained in that gem of all gems, The 
King's Collection in London. Superb- 
ly appointed, page upon page, volume 
after volume, some of its priceless 
treasures display in full sheets those 
stamps of the British Empire whose 
singles are but dreams to most of us. 
Yet one stamp has always been 
missing: supreme in fame, philately's 
most coveted darling, the  1-cent 
British Guiana of 1856 has never en- 
hanced the greatest British collection 
on earth. 

Strange are the ways of philately, 
and stranger the fever it imparts to 
our blood. But its pangs are fore-

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Confederation Stamp of 1917

On July 1, 1917 fell due the fiftieth 
anniversary or Golden Jubilee of the 
union of Nova Scotia and New 


Brunswick with the Province of Can- 
ada, that is, the birth of the  Can- 
adian nation. It seemed fitting that 
this confederation. should be cele- 
brated with a special issue of stamps. 
However the first World War was 
still raging. Although the United 
States had entered the war on April 
6 and.Italy had not yet suffered the 
catastrophe of Caporetto., the dis- 
asters that preceded Russia's with- 
drawal from the war were already 
becoming apparent, France lay all 
but exhausted from her tremendous 
efforts and on the whole prospects of 
an early victory were not too bright. 
Canada at death grips with the 
enemy and in the throes of a con- 


scription dispute did not feel very 
jubilant, or justified in issuing a 
long series of stamps. Perhaps the 


authorities were a little hesitant on 
account of the criticism aroused by 
the 1897 Jubilee series and the 
derision which greeted the imperial- 
istic bombast of the 1898 Map stamp. 
A certain amount of caution was en- 
gendered by irresponsible example 
of some countries in issuing countless 
unnecessary comemoratives, of which 
Canada’s record is remarkably clean. 
However, with the approval of His 
Majesty, a single stamp, the 3c brown 
. Confederation stamp, was issued. 

It was put on sale on Sept. 15, 
1917, to the number of 98,650,000. A 
departmental notice to postmasters 
on Jan. 26, 1918, over the signature 
of E. J. Lemaire, Superintendent, 
indicates that supplies at Ottawa 
were exhausted at that time. They 
were current generally about four 
months which no doubt accounts for 
the relative scarcity of used blocks. 
They were printed by the American 
Bank Note Co. from twelve plates of 
two hundred subjects each and were 
line perforated 12. The die and the 
two transfer rolls made from it were 
defaced and dissolved in an acid bath 
on Nov. 14, 1928. There are die 
proofs in black on card, and on India 
die sunk on card. A few imperforate 
copies, ungummed, perhaps  origin- 


ally a pane of 50, and perhaps print- 
er's waste, are known to exist. 
The stamp, of large size in  hor- 


izontal format, is found in light and 
dark shades of brown. The figures 
1867 and 1917 are found in the upper 
corners with the words CANADA 
POSTAGE between them. At either 
side of the central vignette are oval 
tablets eontaining the figure 3; below 
a symbolical torch and above a spray 
of maples leaves. Along the base is 
the word CONFEDERATION. The 
design of the vignette was adapted 
from Rupert Harris’ “Fathers of 
Confederation” and was engraved by 
Edward Gunn. The original painting 
depicted the Quebec Conference, held 
in 1864 following the Charlottetown 
Conference, to consider the possibil- 
ity of bringing all the British Colon- 
ies in that part of North America 
into one union with the idea that in 
union hes strength, prosperity and 
political maturity. Here were the 
giants of Canadian history, Sir John 
A. McDonald, D’arcy McGee, Georges 
Etienne Cartier, E.P. Tache, Geo. 
Brown, A T. Galt, Oliver Mowat, Dr. 
Tupper, S. L. Tilley, Peter Mitchell 
seated before the great windows of 
the old parliament building at Que- 
bee, overlooking „the mighty St. 
Lawrence River. This picture former- 
ly hung in the Railway Committee 
Room of the parliament building at 
Ottawa but was unfortunately burned 
in the fire which destroyel the build- 
ings in 1916. An original charcoal 
drawing still exists however. ; 

Harris protested that he had not 
been consulted about the use of his 
picture and that only part of it had 
been used in the design. Actually the 
original picture had contained all of 
the 33 Fathers of Confederation but 
in the adaptation one had been left 
out at the left and seven at the right. 
The official explanation was that it 
was impossible to obtain a satisfac- 
tory design including all the figures 
owing to the limitations of space 
and the necessity of maintaining the 
proper artistic balance. This. excuse 
is however unaceceptable unless we 
conclude that Harris himself was de- 
ficient in that aspect of artistic abil-

Rupert Harris, C.M.G., was born in 
Wales in 1848 and came to Charlotte- 
town in 1856. After studying in 
Rome, Paris and London, he became 
one of Canada’s foremost painters. 
He was president of the Royal Can- 
adian Academy from 1893-1906 and 
won awards at the International Ex- 
position at Paris, the Columbian Ex- 
position at Chicago, the Pan-Amer- 
ican Exposition at Buffalo and the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition at St. 
Louis. He died in 1926 

This single stamp, in sombre 
brown, was perhaps not adequate to 
commemorate such an auspicious 
occasion as Canada's Golden Jubilee. 
But such is war. However in 1927 
the beautiful series of five stamps 
issued to commemorate the Diamond 
Jubilee made up for it.

I feel sure your readers will be 
interested to know that our new 
Prince Charles of Edinburgh has his 
first stamp album. It is an  F.G. 
Series Gold Medal De Luxe edition, 
in full bound blue padded Morocco 
leather with leaves of the finest 
hand-made paper. The album is the 
standard F.G. De Luxe with the ex- 
ception of the box case, which has 
been specially covered in Morocco 
leather to match the album. 

The first stamps to be mounted 
in the Prince's album are a series of 
Empire issues all showing the  por- 
trait of his mother, H. R. H. Princess 
Elizabeth. These stamps have been 
given to the baby Prince by the 
children of Dartford, Kent. Each 
child in the town gave a penny 
towards the cost of the stamps. The 
title page of the album is suitably 
inscribed in Old English lettering in 
red and black. à 

“To His Royal Highness 
Prince Charles of Edinburgh, 
With loyal greetings 
From the children of Dartford, Kent. 


The idea of the gift was entirely 
due to overhearing the coversation of 
some children looking in the window 
of Messrs. Lofts, the local stamp 
dealer’s shop. “I do wish we could 
buy a present for the baby Prince. 
He would like those pretty stamps 
with the picture of the Princess. 
Shall we buy one and send it to him.” 

The little innocent remarks were 
an inspiration. A ‘penny per child’ 
fund was organised and the response 


was remarkable. Every child in Dart- 


ford joined in. It was their own gift 


to the baby Prince. The album and 
stamps were on view at the Town 
Hall for all to seë before the 


presentation took place by a number 
of childen at Buckingham Palace.

LOW DENOMINATIONS 
By Aubrey Kelson 


The subject we discuss is really not 
a problem but the continuity of a 
condition which happens automatic- 
ally when color and perforation 
changes take place in so many of our 
issues. It is sufficient only to men- 
tion George 6th issues to get a 
glimpse of exceptional price advan- 
ces which so many stamps have ob- 
tained since 1938. 

If you want enlightment as to 


ur 
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low denominations have 
advanced to during the past ten 
years, then browse through some 
George 6th issues of the British Em- 
pire and see for yourselves what has 
happened to many stamps in these 
categories. Collectors who use in 
addition to Seott's the Gibbons cata- 
log find themselves well repaid and 
ahead of others in obtaining much 
detailed information, for in individ- 
ual listings many scarce perforations 
are named separately and not bunch- 
ed together as we find in Scott's. 
When one is faced with such re- 
markable changes in the space of 
only a few years, it becomes easier 
to appreciate why we have in our 
midst so many collectors who put 
away blocks of four up to the one 
shilling denomination in so many of 
our issues. 

From a standpoint of interest let 
us travel through some of the coun- 
tries, note the listings and the spec- 
tacular advances which have taken 
place. In perusing the list we find 
for a small denomination a top- 
notcher is the 3d stamp of Ascension 
which for a face value of znly six 
cents has hit a catalog value of $7.50, 
the greatest gain for small face 
values of any in the list. For a sub- 
stantial advance in the matter of an 
issue we get quite a jolt when we 
review the listings of 1938 for Sey- 
chelles, these 14 stamps now cata- 
log $51.10 for an original face value 
of roughly four dollars, with the one 
rupee cataloging $20. 

Collectors who passess in blocks of 
four many on the list have really got

years may find many of them out 


of ordinary reach and a philatelic 
bonanza for their owners. The list 
of all noteworthy changes follows, 
look them up and then check your 
colleetions to see how many you 
possess.—Ascension 41, 44.

A newspaper clipping received 
from New Zealand late in 1948 shows 
pictures of a proposed issue of new 
Zealand stamps for the Royal visit. 
They are indeed handsome but, ross- 
ibly, these will never be sold now in 
view of the indifferent health of the 
King and postponement of the visit 
indefinitely. The clipping reads:— 
Stamps for Royal Visit.—These de- 
signs are to be used to commemorate 
the visit of the King and Queen and 
Princess Margaret to New Zealand 
next year. The twopenny stamp 
shows the Treaty House at Waitangi, 
the threepenny H.M.S. Vanguard, the 
fivepenny the Royal visitors, and the 
sixpenny the Crown and sceptre. 


They tell us that P.S. is about as 
big a value as you can find anywhere 
in philately for a dollar.

ecurity, Satisfaction 
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Gt. Britain Penny heds 


By W. Stanhope 


Do you want a full time stamp 
job? If you do, turn to the penny 
red imperforates of G. Britain. There 
were 170 different plates used in its 
production. The first 125 had a dif- 
ferent style of corner lettering from 


the last 45. Since these letters were 
punched on the plates by hand punch- 
es, all sorts of  inregularities are 
found in them. They lean left or 
right; they are near the tops or 
bottoms or sides of their little 
squares. These are tall D’s and 
dumpy ones. The E's and B's vary. 
Some N'S and F’s and T's are with- 
out feet or serifs. Groups of plates 
have oval O's or square footed  J's, 
others have round O's and rounded 
T's. Several inverted S's may be 
found. 

The differences are often clues to 
their plate numbers. Some plates 
were used and cleaned so often that 
their later impressions gave the 
stamps a worn look and the corners 
and sides of the stamps were faint or 
even missing. These corners and 
sides were then recut, some on all 
four sides (plates 76 and 90), others 
only on some sides or corners or 
even only half a side, making  an- 
other endless variation. Some recut 
frames extended above or below the 
regular sides. 

The roller which impressed the 
image on the dates also developed 
flaws, small parts of the frames 
being missing in the same spot in 
certain groups of plates. The famous 
O flaw was perhaps a roller flaw. 

In its first years of life it was can- 
celled with a Maltese Cross. London 
had its own Cross with numbers 
from 1 to 12 in the centre. Several 
towns had crosses which varied from 
the standard pattern. After 1844 
towns were numbered althabetically. 
Those beginning with A starting 
with single numbers til the number 
of post towns got up to over 900 and 
the stamps were cancelled with this 
town numbers, thus Liverpool was 
.466. Irish and Scottish towns had 
numbers too, but these were enclosed 
in quite distinctive frames. Black 
ink was used but here and there 
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coloured inks were used by error or 
design and examples of these are not 
plentiful. 

Then there is the colour of the 
stamp itself. It is quite possible to 
get from 20 to 25 quite distinct tones 
varying from a deep greenish red to 
a very light reddish brown. 

Now just take a look at a good 
unused copy of this stamp. If you can 
find one, and agree with me that it 
is beautiful and will well repay your 
study for I have only given you the 
barest outline of the endless varia- 
tions to be found in it.

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More Canadian Place Names 
By Dr. Alfred Whitehead 


The article in the November issue 
of POPULAR STAMPS, by my old 
friend, Ronald Angus, on  B.N.A. 
Place Names delighted me. It must 
have delighted many readers. There 
is a wealth of interest in Canadian 


place names and collectors of  post- 
marks could easily find material to 
make up many a page which would 
introduce a welcome lightheartedness 
to contrast with the almost universal 
seriousness of philatelic studies. Mr. 
Angus recommends sending to the 
King's Printer at Ottawa for the 
“Canadian Official P. O. Guide". 
They can also obtain from the same 
source excellent pamphlets on the 
place names of Manitoba and  AI- 
berta; these booklets are only 25e 
each and are worth getting. I only 
wish that similar booklets on the 
place names of other provinces were 
obtainable. 

Mr. Angus cites Garden of Eden 
among the place names of Nova 
Seotia. There is also Paradise. (There 
is also a Paradise in his own  prov- 
inee of British Columbia. And I well 
remember another little Paradise— 
not so named—where I visited Ronald 
Angus on Vancouver Island many 
years ago. Do you remember, Ron- 
ald? We spent the evening plating 
British Penny Reds of 1857, in the 
company of quite a number of keen 
collectors of G. Br.) Quite improper- 
ly the Garden of Eden and Paradise 
of Nova Scotia are widely separated. 
It would take many hours of travel 
by road to link up the two tiny 
places. And that reminds me of a 
curious fact somewhat similar. I am 
writing in Eastern New Brunswick. 
From my window I can see an arm of 
the Bay of Fundy, and beyond, 
twenty or thirty miles away, some of 
the low hills (scarcely mountains) 
of N.S. Just a mile from here a 
friend of mine can, when the visibil- 
ity is good, see the famous . Cape 
Blomidon, mentioned in “Evange- 
line,. Yet, owing to certain geograph- 
ical features it takes twelve hours to 
get there by rail! 

Paradise, N.S., and Garden of 
Eden, N.S., would look well on “the 


tely this delightful creation is 


same page. The page would be  per- 
fect if we could add Hell. But so far 
as my information goes this would 
have to come all the way from Nor- 
way. 

In British Columbia the most inter- 


esting group of place names will be 
found on the C.P.R. between Brodie 
and Hope. Some lover of Shakespeare 
made a happy choice here and gave 
us Othello, Lear, Jessica, Portia, 
Jago, Romeo, Juliet. It should be 
noticed that Othello and Iago are 
quite properly separated (they are 
twenty miles apart), whilst Romeo 
and Juliet have not a thing between 
them. 

Ontario’s Go Home does sound in- 
hospitable, as Mr. Angus points out. 
I am amazed to find it is in the lovely 
Muskoka district, to which thousands 
of holiday-makers flock every year. 
Ironically enough, Welcome, also in 
Ontario, is a dreary, unattractive 
little place on the highway from 
Montreal to Toronto, I know it well, 


having motored through it many 
times. 
French-Canadian parish priests 


have left their mark on many place 
names in Quebec. When a place 
originally English has become  pre- 
dominantly French (and sometimes 
even before that point is reached) 
the reverend father tacks on to the 
original name the saint's name of 
the parish church. Then we get such 
names as St. Guilliaume d'Upton, St, 
Hippolyte de Kilkenny, Ste. Anne de 
Stukely, etc. Such names abound and 
the English place names of Quebec 
are fast disappearing. 

In addition there are such names 
as St. Louis de Ha Ha and St. Denis 
de la Bouteillerie. Both of these 
smack of jolly and pleasant things. 
The gem of all Quebec places names, 
however, is Le Sacre Coeur de Jesu 
Christ de Crabtree Mills. Unfortuna- 
too 
much for the P.O., which lists it still 
by its old name, Crabtree Mills. 

I wonder if Mr. Angus is interested 
in variants of place names. Does he 
know of Esquimaux Point, P.Q., so 
like to his:near-by Esquimalt?

The *Paid 10 Cents" marking to 
which Jarrett assigns his number 
614f, is recorded by him as seen only 
on stampless covers from New 
Brunswick, the red color being some- 
what scarcer than the black and no 
date for usage is given. E. L.  Pig- 
gott, Chester, N.S. has this particular 
marking on a cover from Nova 
Scotia, nor is it a stampless cover, 
as postage was prepaid with the 
N.S. 6d yellow green. The stamp 
itself is tied with Nova  Scotia's 
well-known encircled grid type 935, 
and the cover is addressed to Fall 
River, Mass with the backstamp of 
Pictou, N.S. February 14, 1855. The 
paid marking, in red, is of course in 
keeping with the treaty entered into 
the year before, between Nova 
Scotia and the United States, and 
6d was approximately the equivalent 
of 10c. The cover therefore is not 
only a fairly early example of 
"treaty" mail, but extends the known 
usage of  Jarretts 614f to Nova

Scotia and to a stamped cover, 
establishes usage at least as 
as 1855.

THEMATIC COLLECTING 





Philatelists who regard  Them- 
atic collecting as a somewhat 
amateurish method of collecting 
stamps might have found reason 
to change their views had they 
been present on 16th November 


at the monthly meeting in Glasgow 
of the Thematic Stamp Collectors’ 
Group when Captain J. Noble gave a 
display and running commentary on 
“Ships on Stamps”. He presented a 
collection of some eight or nine hun- 
dred stamps showing types of mar- 
ine craft, from the guffah (being the 
nearest approach to the primitive 
coracle on a stamp), seen on the 1 
anna of the 1938 isue of Iraq, to mod- 
ern naval cruisers and ocean liners 
all arranged in sections according to 
method of propulsion and again sub- 
divided into uses and purposes of the 
several eypes. 

His spoken commentary was both 
racy and informative; he explained

The Pony Express of 1860-61 was 
the first fast mail across the North 
American continent—from the Miss- 
ouri River to California. 

This transportation of messages by 
relays of horsemen was not an inno- 
vation, however. Nor was this the 
first ponny express in America, 

History books reveal that Xerxes, 
in his campaigns against the Greeks, 
used horsemen for carrying dispatch- 
es between armies in the field and 
headquarters. Genghis Khan, in the 
early history of Asia—according to 
the reports of Marco Polo—made use 
of thousands of riders carrying 
messages between parts of his far- 
flung empire.—Emerson Barker, in 
Mekeel's Weekly Stamp News.
